Alleged Atrocities and Horrors. 

He had not believed then that the in- 
flammatory appeals that were made by 
Senators, based on statements of alleged 
atrocities and horrors on the island of 
Cuba, were sufficiently backed up, as facts, 
for the senate to act upon. That feeling 
had become greatly strengthened by the 
events which had occurred and by other 
information which had been brought to 
light since then. He had voted no because 
the subject of the treatment that should 
be accorded to an insurrection in Cuba 
against the Spanish government was not 
a new subject. In the forty-first congress 
a similar effeort had been made, and reso- 
lutions of even stronger import than those 
of the conference report had been re- 
ported by the committee on fore'gn af- 
fairs in the house of representatives by 
zeneral Banks. Fortunately, said Mr. 
Hale, there was then in the presidential 
chair a man whose love of liberty and 
whose patriotism were certainly equal to 
those of the members of the committee 
on foreign relations and who knew a good 
deal more of belligerency and war than 
they docr than any of us—General Grant. 

Mr. Gray asked what the action of the 
house was at that time in regard to those 
resolutions. 

“In the presence of the message from 
President Grant the resolutions came to 
nothing,’ replied Mr. Hale. ‘The message 
Was so clear and distinct that in the pres- 
ence of it all the exciterrent disappeared 
and the resolutions of the house went for 
naught.” 

Extracts from Grant’s Message. 

Extracts from President Grant’s mes- 
sage having been read Mr, Hale said that 
no language could better picture the pres- 
ent state of things in Cuba. There was 
nothing in the message that was not 
sound, good, practical sense, General 
Grant’s propositions touching belligerency 
presented as clear a light for today as 
they did then, when they were accepted 
the subject 


sideration of men, in or out of congress. 
The question of belligerency, General 
Grant had said, was a question of fact. 
Mere fighting did not constitute war. There 
must be military forces acting under mili- 
tary rules and laws. There must be, above 
all, a distinct political organization, capa- 
ble of discharging the duties of a state 
and meeting its just responsibilities to 
other powers. The insurrectionists, Mr. 
Hale sa‘d, had no government except on 
paper. It had no legislature, no courts, 
no ports, nothing but straggling bands oc- 
cupying straggling camps. To the pres- 
ent day not only had the insurgents in 


| Cuba not won a battle, but théy had hard- 
i ly fought what 


deserved the name of a 
battle. It was a case of clean, outright 
guerrilla war. 


A Contrast of Wars. ‘ 


He asked senators to contrast the Cuban 
insurrection with the American civ] war, 
when European nations in most guarded 
fashion—and not by offensive resolutions— 
recogniged. the belligerency of the southern 
confederacy. The southern confederacy 
was then in the occupation of more than 
a2 million square miles of territory. With 
three or four exceptions there was not a 
single post held by the federal government 
in the confederacy. Resolutions of séces- 
sion had been put to the test of popular 
elections, after the deliberate election of 
state conventions. The confederates had 
at that time an established government 
with legislative powers in full force, with 
a department of the army, a department 
of the navy, with regular official life 
recognized in the capitol and with courts 
of justice through the whole length: and 
breadth of the confederacy. Secretary 
Seward, Mr. Hale went on to say, implor- 
ingly and entreatingly urged upon the 
European powers the injustice of even so 
limite@#? a measure of recognition of 
belligerency as those powers proposed to 
take, and did take, and he never ceased to 
insist upon European nations receding 
from that recognition, which they at last 
had done. 

Mr. ‘Mitchell, republican, of Oregon, said 
Spain did not recede from it. 

“There was no European power,” said 
Mr. Hale, “that during the first years of 
our civil war showed such a friendliness 
to us as the kingdom of Spain did. Spain 
never allowed a British built and equipped 
privateer to remain in her ports an hour 
beyond the time absolutely necessary for 
supplies. And when the British privateers 
took prisoners from union vessels into 
ports of Spain they were at once releaséd 
by the Spanish authorities.”’ 

Those Charges Against Weyler. 

Mr. Hale spoke of the inflammatory ap- 
peals of most of the American newspapers 
and of the action of both houses and at- 
tributed the popular feeling against Spain 
to the mendacious report of a condition of 
things in Cuba which did not really exist. 
. The charges against General Weyler he 
characterized as absolute fiction from be- 
ginning to end. And now he had dis- 
covered evidence of that mendacity. That 
evidence was the very moderate, respect- 
ful and dignified statement of the minister 
of Spain, which -statement had been 
brought by the recitals which had swayed 
the senate. 

Mr. Hale sent to the clerk’s desk to have 
read Senor de Lome’s statement to the 
press, but Mr. Davis, republican, of Minne- 


Sota, objected to its being read as being a 


communication from a foreign minister 
in relaticn to international relations. 


De Lome’s Statement d. 
Mr. Hale supplemented Senor de Lome’s 
statement with a recent dispatch from 


Cuba, published in a metropolitan news- 
paper, denying the truth of the charges 
against General Weyler. 

At the hour of ¢% o'clock the Dupont 
senatorship report interrupted Mr. Hale’s 
remarks, but the senatorship tter was 
laid aside temporarily and Mr. Hale was 
given unanimous consent to proceed. 

Mr. Hale went on to illustrate the point 
he was discussing and quoted, with a high 
measure of pra:se, Mr. Seward’s reply to 
the question of how long LKuropean nations 
had to wait, and, said that that was the 
answer which he (Mr. Haie) made to Ms 
Sherman's question. 

“The United States,” Mr. Seward said, 
“will suppress the rebellion, but 1t must do 
it in its own way. The methods by which 
it shaii be done must be selected by the 
United States, and no foreign power must 
be allowed to interfere with the United 
States in its method vf suppressing the re- 
bellion.’’ -

Weyler Had To Countermaud His Order 
for Arrests, 


HIS OFFICERS ARE ZEALOTS 


Alcaldes Not in Sympathy Are /Re- 


moved. 


GENERAL WEYLER IS MAK 


Where People Left Their 
Hasty Terror—Provisions Are 


Running Low. 


Havana, March 4, via Tampa, Fla., March 
9.—Arrests of civlians under the sweeping 
provisions of General. Weyler’s proclama- 
tions of February 16th have been made at 
such a rate and in many cases with so 
little evidence of guilt that General Weyler 
was compelled a week ago to issue instruc- 
tions to his officers to be mbdre careful, 
as he required more proof than verbal de- 
nunciation. Yesterday he issued a circular, 
in which he stated that absolute proof 
must be furnished by other than interested 
parties before accused prisonefs were de- 
ported, and warning commanders that they 
will be held responsible for false arrests. 

Without doubt General Weyler has in 
view the effect of this order abroad, as 
well as here, for the manner in which 
Cubans who have never borne arms against 
Spain have been dragged from their homes, 
from their families, their siores or their 
farms and thrown into prisons with felons, 
and after a few days’ delay, placed on 
board ship for what is probably the vilest 
penal colony on the face of the earth, has 
become a shame that cries aloud for re- 
dress. General Weyler, upon his arrival, 
set at liberty a number of these civilian 
prisoners, whom General Pando had taken 
from their daily occupation in the eastern 
end of the island. 

I saw twenty of them at the palace one 
day. They were white, intelligent-looking 
and bore the appearance of being shop- 
keepers or clerks. They were not bronzed 
by exposure to the weather, as all who are 
in the field are. The only evidence against 
these men was a paper purporting to be a 
list of the people who were aiding and 
communicating with the enemy. It was 
made up by a Spaniard. Since that time 
General Weyler has. released others cap- 
tured in the same way. 

Hundreds have, however, been sent to 
Ceuta, Africa, and to the Isle of Pines, 
and the arrests are increasing in number. 

They Must Be in Sympathy. 

General Weyier has removed the alcaldes 
of all towns in whom he had not absolute 
confidence and has appointed the ranking 
military officers of reguiar troops or vol- 
unteers alcalde, or mayor. These men are 
usually of the grade of lieutenant or major. 
They possess arbitrary powers. Under the 
proclamation the life or death of every man, 
woman or child in their zone is in their 
hands. A large proportion of these com- 
manders believe Weyler to be a man of 
severe measures—-a man who will quietly 
approve any extreme act on their part. 

They Know Weyler Well. 

They look upon his circulars as intended 
for effect in the United States. They look 
for no punishment for summary executions 
of Cubans who sympathize with the insur- 
gents. They expect praise and promotion 
for shooting war prisoners as soon as 
taken. In their reports they are careful to 
have the prisoners or peaceful citizens 
killed found in the field after an engage- 
ment, but between the lines the manner 
in which the victims met their death is 
not difficult to decipher. General Cannella 
was sent back to Spain by General Weyler 
either for having shot down seventeen 
prisoners or having reported “seventeen 
bodies were found afterwards in another 
part of the field,’’ but the man who con- 
fessed to his friends here, and probably to 
General Weyler, of having killed seventeen 
people in cold blood received no more se- 
vere punishment than being deprived of 
his command. 

The Guatao Butchery. 

When the horrible story of the butchery 
of eighteen peaceable citizens in the little 
hamlet of Guatao was published in the 
United States and wired back here Gen- 
eral Weyler announced that he would make 
a thorough examination and would severely 
punish whoever ws responsible for the 
outrage, if one had been committed. 

Two weeks have gone by since the affair 
occurred and no official has lost his stripes. 
Guatao was so near Havana that an Amer- 
ican correspondent succeeded in demon- 
strating the absolute truth of the story. 

Dozens of reports of the affair have 
been received here, but the authoriti¢s 
have placed such obstacles in the way of 
correspondents that it is impossible to visit 
the localities and estabMsh the facts. In a 
dozen cases refugees from towns where 
fights have occurred state that after the 
rebels were driven away citizens who took 
no part were shot down and counted in the 
official reports. as dead insurgents. The 
government officials deny these stories, and 
while it is common talk in Havana that 
certain affairs were butcheries, the corre- 
spondents are in most cases obliged to! ac- 
cept the government version. 

They Left in Hasty Terror. 

I have visited towns where heariy every 
family had fied in terror, leaving dishes 
standing upon the tables and everything in 
disorder, showing the haste in which homes 
were abandoned. 

I talked with the few who remained 
‘and was told that the people did not dread 
the insurgents, but fled from fear of the 
excesses of the Spanish troops. On the 
other hand, in some sections where towns 
have been used by the Spanish, the tnsur- 
gents have burned the whole town and the 
people were left homeless. 

Other towns which have harbored the in- 
surgents have been destroyed by the Span- 
ish troops and the wreck and ruin which 
is being visited upon the fair island of 
Cuba is pitiful to contemplate. But for 
the warmth of the climate and the ease 
with which life is sustained in the tropics 
thousands would have perished before this 
and the island would be a charnél house 
before the end is reached.

Madrid, March 9.—Quiet prevailed in the 
city of Valencia today.

At Bilbao the manifestaticns against the 
United States were resumed tocay. A large 
crowd of rioters proceeded to the American 
consulate and stoned the gendarmes who 
were guarding the building. Nine of the 
guards were quite severely injured. Re- 
enforcements were hurriedly dispatched to 
the consulate and upon their arrival a 
charge was made upon the mob, which was 
quickly dispersed. A score of the rioters 
were wounded by the géemdarmes and six 
were arrested. 

The Heraido says that the Hon. Hannis 
Taylor, the American minister, is about 
to send his family to Madrid. Their bag- 
gage, the paper adds, Was taken to the 
railway station today. 

The Bilbao Disturbance. 

Madrid, March 9.—The anti-American riot 
at Bilbao last night preve2s to nave been 
more violent than was at first reported. 

The mob, numbering about 1,000 persons, 
first stoned the private residence of the 
United States consul, breaking the win- 
dows of. the building and then proceeded 
to the consulate, shouting ‘“‘Death to the 
Yankees!’ ‘‘Down with the United States:”’ 
and other anti-American cries. Arriving 
at the consulate, the crowd attempted 
to tear down the escutcheon, which ‘was 
fixed over the door, but were repulsed 
by the gendarmes who were guarding the 
consulate, 

A fight ensued between the mob and the 
police, in which sticks, stones, knives, etc., 
were freely used. Three gendarmes were 
injured and a number of the mob were 
hurt. The police succeeded in dispersing 
the crowd at midnight. 


American Flag Burned. 

Madrid, March 9.—The students at Sala- 
manca paraded the streets today hooting 
and making other noisy demonstrations 
against the United States. The governor 
tried to pacify them, but his efforts were 
in vain. The crowd stoned the gendarmes 
and finally dispersed of their own accord, 
after burning an American flag. During 
the riotous proceedings several persons 
were injured. 

Song of Spanish Victory. 

London, March 9.—The Spanish embassy 
here has received a dispatch from Madr 
saying that the Cuban rebels, in an en- 
gagement at Mamey lost @ killed and 1 
wounded. Their leader, Abrew, was killed. 
According to the same adyices, Maceo, the 
insurgent leader, has-been. driven out otf 
the province of Havana and has retreated 
into Matanzas. He is being pursued by the 
Spanish troops, and hag been prevented 
from joining forces with Gomez.

SUDDENLY LEFT TERRA FIRMA 


Can of Stolen Gunpowder Blew Up 
Three Convicts. 


TWO WENT TO PIECES; ANOTHER DYING 


Same Uniucky Combination of Gun- 
powder and Sparks—Occurred 
Last Saturday. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 9.—(Special.) 
A terrible explosion of giant mining pow- 
der occurred at the Durham, Ga., coal 
mine on the side of Lookout mountain, 
twenty-two miles from Chattanooga, late 
Saturday afternoon, by which two men 
—Warreg@ Crawford and Truck Eckels—lost 
their lives, and the third—John Morris—is 
dying. 

The details of the awful affair only 
reached here today. 

At the Durham mines a force of four 
hundred Georgia convicts are employed 
to mine coal. Instead of digging coal with 
a pick, as in the ordinary scuthern coal 
mine, powder is used almost exclusively. 
Each convict miner is allowed'a certain 
amount of powder each day. This supply 
will enable them to biast a certain amount 
of coal and break it ready for loading 
purposes. The convicts have been stealing 
powder and blowing the coal into small 
pieces. As a result they would have to do 
less manual labor. Three negroes who had 
beer. sent up for muider had stvlen a 
bucketful of giant powder and cartridges 
weighing about twenty or twenty-five 
pounds and carrie] it to their room. While 
discussing the work in which they were 
about to begin, a spark from one of their 
torches fell into the pails and instantly 
a great flame, followed by a deafening 
report, swept the room. 

The powder and cartridges had exploded, 
tearing two of the convicts glimvust into 
fragments. 

Pieces of gheir bodies wére thrown in 
different portions of the room, while por- 
tions of their iimbs were thrown out of 
the door and into the main entry. 

The third was burned fom his waist up, 
loosing the sight of both eyes, while the 
concussion caused the other men in the 
mine to go sprawling on the ground, many 
of them receiving serious wounds. 

One man was knocked down by a flying 

pick, which struck him in the face. They 
all thought their time of death had come 
and that they were not all killed is a mira- 
cle. ‘. 
As a rule the coal mines fn this section 
ronerate gas. The explosion caused a gen- 
eral stir in the coal dust and had the gas 
ignited and lighted the coal dust an awful 
explosion that might have killed the four 
hundred imprisoned men would certainly 
have followed. Why this did not occur is 
something which the expert mine bosseg 
cannot explain.

LAPOINT SHOT TO KILL. 


USED A GUN WITH MOST DISAS- 
TROUS PRECISION. 


One Man Dead, Two Fatally Shot and 
Seven Wounded—Lapoint Was 
Finally Shot. 


Brockville, Ont., March 9.—Shortly before 
noon today a man named Lapoint made his 
appearance on Perth street, carrying @ 
double-barreled breech-loading shotgun. 

After he had limbered up for action and 
before he could be shot down the following 
list of dead and wounded had resulted: 

PETER MOORE, shot through the head 
and killed. 

CHIEF OF POLICE ROSE, fatally shot. 

CONSTABLE LINSLEY, badly wounded, 

Dickson, an Indian; Sam Kilborn, Robert 
Boyd, George Stagg, Fred Stagg, Robert 
McCormack and Thomas Debereau, all 
wounded. 

When almost opposite the opera house 
block Lapoint met an old man named Peter 
Moore, and raised the gun to his shoulder, 


‘took deliberate aim, and shot him dead. 


Chief of Police Rose was nearby and ran 
toward the scene of the tragedy. lLapoint 
shot at him, the charge taking effect in 
his breast and head. 

Lapoint then fired at an old Indian named 
Dickson, who was standing near the corner, 
the charge entering his head and neck. 

Constable Linsley came up and found 
Lapoint, who had plenty of cartridges, 
shooting right and left. A large crowd had 
gathered, but everybody was afraid to go 
near Lapoint, who was evidently insane. 

Linsley shot at Lapoint with his revolver 
but missed him and before he could shoot 
a second time Lapoint shot him in the 
head and neck. 

A young man picked up the constable'’s 
revolver and going to the upstairs window 
of a store opposite the maniac, fired at and 
struck him. 

Wheeling quickly aroynd Lapoint fired 
into the window, smashing it to atoms. He 
then dropped and was quickly captured anda 
placed in a cell of a police station, which 
was not over fifty yards away. 

Lapoint, who is about forty years of age, 
lives about eight miles from town. He is 
an expert shot and spends most of his time 
hunting. He has shown signs of insanity 
at times.. Lately he has been drinking 
heavily.

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What Mr. Hnntington Says of the 
Southern Pacific, 


PLAN AS TO THE OTHER ROADS 


Gow the Indebtedness of the Govern- 
ment Is To Be Paid—Plan for 
Steamship Lines. 


Washington, March  9.--(Special.)\—The 
Pacific railroad funding bill is one of the 
great issues before this congress. Mr. C. 
P. Huntington, the president of these 
roads, and the man wha was largely in- 
Strumental in building them, has been 
under examination by the senate Pacific 
railroads committee for some time, and the 
crossfiring between him and Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabanra, has been intensely inter- 
esting. 

I had a talk with Mr. Huntington today 
about his case. He said that the Pacific 
railroads are unable to pay their indebted- 
ness to the government at present, and 
that he*has proposed a plan which was 
best for the roads and best for the govern. 
ment. It is that the government shall 
extend the debt for fifty years at 2 per 
cent interest. In that time the earning 
capacity of the road, he says, will be 
sufficient to pay the full indebtedness, but 
if the government foreclosed its mortgage 
and sold the roads now it would practically 
get nothing. 

Mr. Huntington says of all his properties 
he is most interested in the Southern 
Pacific That is his line from New Or- 
leans to San Francisco. He controls the 
entire line, which is some 2,500 miles in 
length. This road is in no way indebted 
to the government. It was not built as 
were the Central and Union Pacific roads, 
but was constructed by private parties, 
chief among them Mr. Huntington himself, 
as other roads are constructed. 

Mr. Huntington says that his greatest 
ambition at present is to extend his road 
through from New Orleans to either Port 
Royal or Brunswick, and thereby have a 
continuous line from the Pacific to the 
Atlantic. 

Mr. Huntington is now making arrange- 
ments to extend his system to one or the 
Other of these great southern, Atlantic 
harbors. He has not yet decided which 
one, but will go to the one which he can 
reach easiest and which will be to his 
best advantage. It is not probable that he 
will build a new line from New Orleans 
east, but he will enter into a traffic ar- 
rangement with the lines between New Or- 
leans and Port Royal or Brunswick. Should 
he select Brunswick he will probably oper. 
ate with the Louisville and Nashville and 
the. Plant system, or the Southern. Should 
he’go to Port Royal his through lines will 
be via Atlanta and Augusta, or via Mont- 

goOmery, Macon and Augusta to Port Royal. 
Whichever harbor he selects his conrpany 
will establish a great line of steamships 
plying between that and New York and be- 
tween that and European ports. 

It will undoubtedly be a great thing for 
the southern country. It will bring to 
it that which our merchants and manu- 


. facturers have so long desired—direct trade 


with Europe from a southern port. 

Mr. Huntington has not yet fully matured 
his-plans, but his agents are now at work. 
and something definite will be done within 


the next few months.

MYSTERY DISSIPATED. 


Story of the Bodies That Were Found 
. in a Chicago Alley. 

Chicago, March 9.—The bodies of the man 
and infant found in an alley last night, at 
nt’ doa street and Indiana avenue, in 
a Horibly mutilated condition, have been 
identified. There was no murder as was 
supposed, but the bodies were dumped into 
the alley by a medical college to save the 
expense of burial. The man was Edward 
Cummings, seventy-two years old, who has

street. He had not lived with his family, 
however, for the past year, and died in the 
poorhouse. His body was bought by the 
Hering Medical college, No. 2 College place, 
for dissecting purposes.

It is claimed that the infant 
was born deformed and lived only ten days, 
and that it was given to the college in the 
interest of science. 

The disposing of the bodies was done by 
Mrs. Eliza Shirra, matron of the college. 
She induced George Citizen, a negro, ,to 
undertake the job by giving him $. The 
negro was told to throw the barrel con- 
taining the bodies into the lake or to dis- 
pose of them in any way he saw fit so long 
> rs he took them away from the college. The 

nly excuse Mrs. Shirra gives for the dis- 
position of the bodies in this manner is 
that it would cost $25 to bury them, and 
the students could not afford the expense. 
The city authorities will be asked to decide 
if the negro and woman can be prosecuted 
for anything other than violating the health 
ordinance. 


THEY ADMIRE OUR SHIPS. 


Modeis of Our War Vessels Sent to 
Japan. 

New York, March $.—A Sun special from 
Washington says that the interest taken 
by the Japanese government in the Ameri- 
can navy and the high regard it has for 
the type of ships recently constructed 
here is emphasized by a request that the 
department lend for a few months two 
‘models on exhibition in Washington of 
~the- armored cruiser New York and the 
battleship Indiana. 

This request came through the minister 
here and has been granted by the secre- 
tary, who Saturday directed that these 
models be shipped at once to Japan. Each 
model is an exact reproduction of the 
vessel it represents in every particular 
and each cost the navy between $7,000 and 
$8,000. They are about seven feet in length 
and give an excellent idea of the vessels 
as they appear when in active service. 
Every feature of the vessel is faithfully 
reproduced to a carefully drawn scale and 


~~ 
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plan. . 

These models were made at the Wash- 
ington navy yard by two men who are 
employed exclusively on the work. They 
formed one of the main exhibits of the 
navy both at Chicago and Atlanta and are 
without doubt the finest miniature models 
of warships made. Each type of vessels 
constructed for the new navy is repre- 
sented by a model and the department now 
has about twelve different types. Some of 
the lier ships, like the Chicago and 
Dolphin) have not yet been produced by 
the model makers, but all the recent ad- 
ditions, with the exception of the Colum- 
bia type, are on exhibition in the corri- 
dors of the department. 

The request of Japan to inspect these 
models is accepted here as indicating that 
she contemplates making contracts with 
American firms for some of the new ships 
she proposes adding to her navy. The 
Cramps are understood to have received 
requests for certain information relative 
to warships and construction, and it is 
believed that the Union iron works, of San 
Francisco, also expects to build some if 
this country secures any of the work. 
Secretary Herbert required that each of 
ihe models be insured for their full value. 


RETURN OF MRS. CALLIAS. 


HER GREEK NOBLEMAN HUSBAND 
WAS NOT WEALTHY ENOUGH. 


It Is Said That He Misrepresented His 
Sack of Money—They Have De- 
cided To Separate. 


New York, March 9.—A Bridgeport, Conn., 
special says that Mrs. Nancy Barnum Cal- 
lias, widow of P. T. Barnum and now 
the wife of Demetrius Callias, the Greek 
nobleman, is coming back to America to 
live and in all probability will make this 
city her home in the future. 

Since the news of her return has been 
known it has been asserted by many of her 
friends that she is disappointed in her mar- 
riage to the Greek, but this is denied by 
Benjamin Fish, of this city, a cousin of 
Mrs. Callias. 

There is one thing certain, however, and 
that is that the amount of wealth Cal- 
lias possesses. is not as great as was rep- 
resented at the time of the marriage. 

The wedding of Mrs. Barnum to the Greek 
nobleman took place in the Greek church 
in New York city, August 8, 1895. Only a 
few of the intimate friends of Mrs. Barnum 
knew of it until the wedding ceremony had 
been performed. It was a great surprise 
that she had selected a foreigner as a hus- 
band. When it was said that he had sev- 
eral millions of dollars that explained it. 

After the ceremony Callias and his bride 
Sailed for Paris and since that time have 
traveled in Europe. When they arrived at 
the Greek’s estate on the island of Melita, 
where it was said he possessed great olive 
plantations, Mrs. Callias was surprised and 
disappointed to learn the true value of 
her husband's possessions. 

Then the bey endeavored to get her to 
erect a grand palace on. his estate or in 
some other part of Europe, but she de- 
clined to invest any part of her money 
abroad and decided to return to America. 
In letters to Mrs. William Perry and Mrs, 
Jerome Orcutt, of this city, Mrs. Callias 
speaks of her early return to America, 
but does not infer that the bey will ac- 
company her. 

At the death of the veteran showman he 
left his widow $100,000, Marina, the beauti- 
ful home in this city, and an annuity of 
$40,000 a year. The marriage contract with 
Callias was of such a nature that he could 
not-obtain any part of her fortune. Marina 
has been in the market for some time, but 
has been withdrawn. 

Benjamin Fish, Mrs, Callias’s - cousin, 
Says: “It is true Callias is not as rich as 
he said he was, but as for a separation, I 
do not believe the story. It is not likely 
that he is going to iose what he has. I 
expect that they will be back this spring, 
and it is probable they will live in New 
York.”’

HOLMES’S DEATH WARRANT. 


The Multi-Murderer Will Be Hanged 
on May 7th. 

Philadelphia, March 9.—The death war- 
rant, which Governer Hastings signed for 
the execution of H. H. Holmes on May 7th, 
was received by Sheriff Clement today from 
Harrisburg. The sheriff, accompanied by 
solicitor A. S L. Shields and Attorneys 
Grew and ». P. Rotan, of counsel for 
Holmes, went to the county prison at noon, 
where the warrant was formally read to 
the condemned man by 
The latter declined to allow any reporters 
to accompany the party. The sheriff an- 
nounced before going to the prison that 
the witnesses of the execution would not 
be in excess of the attendances at less im- 
portant hangings. ' 

When the sheriff and his party reached 
the prison they were met by Deputy An- 
derson, and the party was conducted to 
Holmes’s cell. He had been reading, and 
when he arose to greet his visitors he toss- 
ed the book upon his cot and smiled a wel- 
come. Lawyer Rotan introduced the sher- 
iff and the others and then, without further 
ado, Sheriff Clement drew the death War- 
rant from his pocket and proceeded to read 
it. The spot in the cell where the sheriff 
stood was not adapted to reading, owing 
to the lack of light. Holmes observed the 
sheriff’s dilemma and remarked in a cheer- 
ful tone: 

“Step over to the window, Mr. Sheriff; 
you will find more light there.” 

Throughout the reading Holmes main- 
tained an affable manner: At the conclu- 
gion Sheriff Clement, who was visibly af- 
fected, turned to the condemned man and, 
extending ‘his hand, offered his sympathy 
and implored him to make his peace with 
God. Holmes thanked the sheriff and ex- 
pressed himself as willing to die. There 
was another round of handshaking and the 
sheriff, lawyers and the deputy left the 
cell. As the sheriff was passing out he 
omitted to bow his head to clear the upper 
part of the low entrance to the cell.

AS was expected Holmes proved to be the 
coolest one of the party. Assistant Super- 
intendent Richardson will probably not re- 
move Holmes from his present cell for a 
week, but the prisoner will be more closely 
guarded. lt is usual to set the death 
watch about a week previous to the day 
of execution. When that shall be done 
the condemned man will be taken to a 
better lighted cell, after first being sub- 
mitted to a change of clothing to prevent 
his having in his possession anything that 
would permit suicide. - 

Lawyer Rotan had a long conversation 
with Holmes after the warrant had been 
read, the subject of. which Mr. Rotan re- 
fused to make known.

His Vietim, Will Spinks, Died at the 
Hospital Last Night. 


HAYNE IN A MURDERER’S CELL 


He Says That He Is Sorry That He 
Killed Spinks. 


THEY WERE — LIFELONG 


Spinks Made a Desperate Resistance to 
the Death Hand, but the End 
Came Despite Him. 


FRIENDS | 


After lingering between life and death 


| more than forty-eight hours, Will Spinks, 


who was stabbed in the temple by Arthur 
Hayne, his friend, in a saloon on Decatur 


‘ street Saturday, died at the Grady hospital 


last night. Spinks fought death desperately, 
but his power of resistance could not with- 


stand the force of the hand of death. 


For the second time in his life Hayne 
will have to answer for the taking of @ 
human life. He slept in a murderer’s cell 
at the police station last night. Eight years 
ago he was ¢harged with killing an Italian 
almost at the same spot where he struck 
the blow which ended the life of Spinks. 
And a remarkable coincidence is that 
Spinks and Hayne were together when the 
Italian was killed. Both were arrested for 
the crime, but were given a verdict of 
not guilty. 

Spinks and Hayne were the best 
friends. They had been companions from 
beyhood and many times had they enjoyed 
each other's company, fought each other's 
battles and professed friendship. It was in 
a fit of anger at a rebuff given by Spinks, 
that Hayne jerked out his knife, and with- 
out thinking, buried it deep into the tem- 
ple of his friend. Hayne had addressed a 
remark to Spinks which the latter did not 
relish, despite the close relations existing 
between them. Both might have been 
drinking a good deal. Hayne angered at the 
sensitiveness of his friend and when the 
latter slapped him he stuck his knife in 
Spinks’s head. 

The blade of the weapon penetrated the 

skull and entered the brain, cutting its 

way through the veins of the head. The 

brain clotted and five minutés afterwards 

Spinks had lost his mind. He could not 

speak and stared at those about him with a 

wild look. 

It was some time before the ambulance 

was called, and Spinks writhed, partly on 

the floor of the saloon—waving his hands 

about and looking abjectly at those before 

him—and partly in the arms of a negro. 

He was fast losing consciousness and al- 

most by the time he reached the hospital 

he was in a comatose condition. 

Spinks never regained consciousness and 

he died without telling the particulars of 

the affray as he saw trem. Without an 

opportunity to speak to his friend Who 

had slain him; without being able to speak 

a word to his troubled parents and rela- 

tives, he died while his friend and slayer 

paced in a cell in anxiety. Spinks was 

well known in the city. He was formerly - 
a fireman on the Southern railway. He was 

a bartender fer a long time. He was a 

son of Engineer Spinks, of the Southern, 

He resided. with his father on Moore street, 

near Fair. 

Hayne is related to Mr. W. E. Hayne 
and Mr. Charles Hayne, of the Excelsiear 

laundry. He lived with his. aunt, Miss 

Easter Cook, on Fair street, neaFP tito 
Fair street school. He is about twenty- 

five years old. He left Atlanta after get- 
ting out of his trouble about killing the

Says He Is Sorry. 

Hayne was seen in his cell last night at 
midnight and when asked if he had any- 
thing to say he replied that he us very 
sorry that Spinks had died. 

“Will and I were always good frientis,”’ 
he said; “and I am, of course, sorry that 
he is dead. I did not mean to hurt him 
and I don’t Know how it all happened ex- 
actly. I have nothing to say «bout the 
line of my defense.”’ 

An Inquest Probable. 

An inquest will probably be held today. 
The arresting officers, Patrolmen Tysor, 
Coogler and Walton, will take steps to 
prosecute Hayne. The day will witness 
the beginning of another murder case which 
promises to be of wide interest. Spinks 
died shortly after 9 o’clock last night. 

On account of the absence from the city 
of some of the relatives the funeral ar- 
rangements have not been completed. 
Spinks’s remains will be laid to rest in 
Oakland cemetery some time tomorrow, but 
the hour cannot be named until the absent 
relatives arrive. However, the announce- 
ment will be made in The Constitution in 
the morning.

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GIVES QUICK RELIEF 
For Constipation. 
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Charleston, S. C., March 9.—(Special.)— 
The dispensary law received another black 
eye in the federal court this afternoon. 
Judge Simonton rendered his opinion in 
the case heard by him several days ago, 
involving the right of an alien liquor house 
to send drummers into the state and solicit 


orders. 

The case came up on a petition of habeas 
corpus. Jonas Loeb, representing D. C. 
Loeb & Co., of Atlanta, Ga., was arrested 
in Greenville, 8. C., and committed to 
jail for violating the dispensary law in 
soliciting orders. 

The case was immediately appealed to the 
circuit court and Loeb was released on 
his own recognition. In his decision the 
judge declares the provision of the dis- 
pensary law relative to solicitation of or- 
ders to be contrary to an interstate com- 
merce act. He declares liquor to be a 
commodity and incidentally notes that the 
dispensary law itself so recognizes its 
liquor. The judge says: 

“The non-resident has a right to receive 
an order and fill it and transport it to the 
state. If the order is filled abroad and the 
price paid there, so that the liquor becomes 
the property then and there of the party 
ordering, the transaction is perfectly le- 
gitimate, nor does it affect the legality of 
that transaction if the liquor is not. paid 
for until it reaches its destination.”’ 


Accompanying the decision was the order 
for Loeb’s release from custody.

Captain Thomas Nunan, for many years 
prominent in railroad circles in Atlanta 
and throughout the south, died yesterday 
morning at his home, 408 West Simpson 
street, after a short illness.

THE WALLS ARE GOOD. 


The Building Inspector Makes a Care- 
ful Investigation. 

Building Inspector F. A. Pittman visit- 
ed the Boys’ High schoo! bulramg yester- 
day and gave the walls going up and the 
foundation a thorough, complete and 
satisfactory inspection.

WAS IN A SERIOUS VEIN 


Told of the Destruction That Will Fi- 
nally Come to the Stiff-Necked 
and Unheeding. 


Rev. Sam Jones preached to seven thou- 
sand people again last night at the taber- 
nacle, and his sermon was the most con- 
| servative—that is, more on the line with 
the sermons of other preachers—than any 
of his setfmons preached this series. 

He took a text from the first verse and 
twenty-ninth chapter of Proverbs and stuck 
elose to it from beginning to the end. 
His sermon last night was a sermon of 
warning. He warned the people against 
stiffening their necks and hardening their 
hearts. He told many pathetic tales of 
instances where men had stiffened their 
necks and their death has been as sudden 
as the text he preached from says. 

Not one time during his discourse did 
he speak one harsh word against any class 
or set of people, but his utterances were 
sympathetic and. warning. At several 
stages of hig sermon he let his voice fall 
and in low tones spoke of the suddenness 
of the destruction of the hard herted and 
stiff necked who refused to look to God 
for comfort, but were careless, indifferent 
and even defiant. 

He spoke in a tearful voice. One time 
when he was telling some patnetic incident 
his voice lowered to a deep whisper and 


he held the congregation still as death 
almost. Many burst into tears when he 
would tell these pathetic tales of hard- 
heartedness and its punishment. Not at 
one time during his sermon did a mur- 
mur of laughter overspread the large con- 
gregation, while Sunday when he spoke to 
men only—in fact almost every’ time 
he has preached, his congregation roared 
with laughter and went so far as to ap- 
plaud, The sermon was cne of Sam Jones's 
sermons with its wit and humor left off. 

Mr. Jones’s text read as follows: 

“He that being often reproved and harid- 
eneth his necks shall be suddenly destroyed 
and that without remedy.’’—Proverbs, 29th 
chapter, lst verse. 

‘he bare ennouncement of this text 
ought to bring the last man to his feet 
with the question on his lips, ‘Who is 
the author of these terrible words?’ Listen: 
‘He that being often reproved and harden- 
eth his neck shall be suddenly destroyed 
and that wiftnout remedy.’ Who is the 
author of this sentence? In answer to 
that question we can only say that the 
great God who made us, the great God 
who shall judge us was the author of these 
words. Then whom does God mean? Sure- 
ly more than 10,00 men can say, ‘God 
means me. Il’ve had wagon loads of ser- 
mons wasted on me God means me. 
He means me.’ 

“I but state a fact when I say that 
there have been more sudden deaths during 
the last twelve months than since the 
first day of the world. Our daily papers 


are teeming with the news of sudden and 


unexpected ‘ieaths. Deaths by cyclones, 


i by railroad wrecks, by one thousand dif- 


ferent agencies. Yes, by tens of thousands 
different ways, hundreds of thousands of 
Men are swept away to stand before God. 
It was God that spoke those words: ‘He 
that being often, reproved and hardeneth 
his neck shall be suddenly destroyed and 
that without remedy.’ Aad God tells us 
that heaven and earth shall pass away, 
but one tittle of his word. 

Oh, the warnings, the reproofs you have 
had, the time your soul has been = con- 
victed. Yet tonight you walk out into 
the world laughing, joking, stiff-necked, 
dar.ng the words of God in the text to 
be put to use in your specific case. 

“He that being often reproveth and hard- 
eneth his neck shall be destroyed and that 
Without remedy. Hear me, my fellow 
countrymen, as young as 1 am I have 
preached the gospel to tens of thousands 
and pleaded to them to lead better lives, 
who have hardened their necks, l am 
preacaing gospel to men tonight who will 
never see the urst day of April. 

“I propose simply to Tun over some of 
the incidents that have happened in my 
own m.nistry. God help you. I want to 
lead you to God and to a better life. It 
was ten years ago last May when I held 
that good revivaiin Memphis. Therys been 
no greater work of grace than that meet- 
ing. ‘ihe presiding eider of that district 
wrote to me atterwaras, saying, ‘pear 
brotner Junes: il do belheve that not less 
) tan lu,www people have been converted 
and joined tne church within a rad.us of 
lity Mblues Or here since you preacned 
here. £ hear of the Work spreading every- 
Where,” tiow tnat did my heart woud. And 
gQuring that memoravbie meeung ac MeMplis 
‘40M ativan yuoined the churcn and 1 bemueve 
no greaier convert has been made in a 
century. ‘That man sat back there yes- 
terday and cried as he saw the c.tizens 
of Atianta come up by the thousands and 
proinise to ao betcer With tears in their 
eyes. i remember shortly after Tom Ky- 
man’s conversion he came to me lke ¢ 
little child and asked me to go home with 
him and take dinner. IL tola him I could 
not go that day, but Would go some other 
time. When {i went I walkea in his home 
and he introduced me to several big, stal- 
wart men. These are my friends, he said, 
and 1 want you to talk with them on the 
way of salvation. We went in to dinner 
and at the dinner table I addressed myseif 
to the four men. 

I told them the way of salvation. On 
one side were two sea captains and on 
the other was another sea captain and the 
mayor of the town.

Before his sermon last night Mr. Jones 
announced that he would preach to women 
only this afternoon, at 3 o’clock, at the 
tabernacie. In announcing it he sad: 
“*The hand that rocks the cradle is the 
hand that rules the world.’ If there is 
another sentence with as much truth and 
force as this it is this: ‘If I could mother 
this world I wouid save this world.’ Now 
the men came out yesterday afternoon by 
thousands to take their medicine, and 1 
want you to come out tomorrow and take 
yours. And I want you to take it, sister, 
like a little woman. There are services here 
fach day, rain or shine.” 

This morning, at 10:30 o’clock, Mr. Jones 
will preach at Trinity.

The.Stockholders Elected Directors and 
the Directors Select Officers—The 
Team Signed. 


The owners of the Atlanta franthise in 
the Southern Association of Basebali Clubs 
met yesterday and perfected an organiza- 
tien for the approaching season. 

Besides electing a president, vice presi- 
dent ani a secretary and treasurer and a 
board cf directors, the stockhulders placed 
to the credit of the treasurer of the club 
all the money that can be demanded before 
the season actually opens. 

It was an enthusiastic meeting, an] 
though it was a iittle lengthy, every feat- 
ure was interesting and indicative of 4a 
successful conclusion. 

Immediately aft2r those interested were 
seated around the table, the chairman, 
Mr. Mcnroe L. BickKart, vice pres:dent of 
the organization of 1895, asked for « finan- 
cial shown-down in order to determine 
what could be done. It was made appa- 
rent to all that $3,000 at least was ready 
for a demand by the treasurer and that 
at least $1,000 to $1,500 of that money was 
subject to his instant call. 

The discussion relative to the organiza- 
tion showed that !f the owrers of the stock, 
who, of course. control the franchise, were 
not ready to put up the money and control 
the franchise there were others who were 
anxious for it. In fact, that proposition 
was made, but was rejected, as

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Still Fighting a Full Vote. 

The path of the average “official or- 
gan” is a thorny one, but there is one 
particular “ofticial organ’ doing busi- 
hess in Georgia which is in a state of 
distress such as would render its con- 
dition pitiable if it was not for its 
ridiculous suggestions. 

We refer, of course, to the newspaper 
property of the secretary of the inte- 
rior, Which until last Saturday has had 
more responsibility on its shoulders in a 
polftical way, according to its own esti- 
mate, than any other newspaper in 
America. But the efforts to sustain 
the single gold standard has proven too 
much even for an “official organ,” and 
in the wreck and ruin caused by the 
planting of the British currency sys- 
tem on American soil the “official or- 
gan” is found wailing among the debris. 

For two months it conducted a daily 
crusade against the proposition to hold 
one state convention and one primary, 
because it naturally opposes any action 
that will tend to bring out a full vote 
in the primary action of the party. It 
has a filthy pot to prepare, and it knows 
that the only way that it can be done is 
by the suppression of the democratic 
vote of the state; and if by any means 
democrats can be kept from the polls, 
the programme of those who follow the 
“official organ” into the camp of the 
gold standard is to take advantage of 
this suppression of the popular voice 
and let a few politicians, with direct 
connection established from Washing- 
ton, stew a mess which will be nause- 
ating to the democracy of Georgia, but 
which may be depended upon to give 
satisfaction in certain official circles in 
Washington. ©. 

Not content with the unsuccessful ef- 
fort to induce the state executive com- 
mittee to assist in the scheme to sup- 
press a full vote, the “official organ,” in 
striking contrast with the manner in 
which other gold standard newspapers, 
like The Macon Telegraph, accept the 
committee's action, now flaunts its dis- 
regard of the action of the committee in 
the face of the people and urges that 
the committee’s recommendation for a 
concentration of party nominations for 
general assembly and county officers 
on the same day that delegates to the 
state convention are to be chosen be ig- 
nored. Not daring to disregard the or- 
der of the committee fixing but one con- 
vention and consolidating the election 
of delegates from all counties on one 
day, it attacks the recommendation of 
the committee that the several county 
committees act in keeping with the 
spirit of the resolution adopted by the 
last state convention, and let the several 
counties nominate all county officers and 
members of the general assembly at the 
same time. 

The following extract from an edito- 
rial in the “official organ” of yesterday 
explains itself: 

The state committee has no control over 


ii 


the conduct of county executive commit- 


tees, and we hope that its recommenda- 


- tions as to nominations for the legislature 


and county officers will be generally dis- 
regarded. If they are adopted we fear that 
serious trouble will ensue. 

Members of the legislature will not be 
elected until October and county officers 
not until January. Where is the sense or 
fairness in nominating candidates for these 
offices at a primary at which so many other 
subjects are to be considered and which is 
to be held so far in advance of the state 
and county elections? 

This would be a departure from demo- 
cratic custom far more radical and more 
dangerous thah that involved in the one- 
convention movement. The county execu- 
tive committees have it in their power to 
prevent the mischief that would “result 
from this conglomeration of policies and 
cCandidacies, and we believe they will de- 
cline to follow the programme that is com- 
mended to them. If they do this, and the 
democrats of Georgia consider the situation 
intelligently, calmly and with a View sin- 
gle to the welfare of the party, no trou- 
ble will come from the action of the com- 
mittee. 


Considering the fact that at the last 
general election in Georgia. two years 
ago, the people by an overwhelming 
majority adopted the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment moving up the 
election of county officers from Janu- 
ary to October. thus consolidating the 
election for’ statehouse officers and 
county officers on the same day, the

Every democrat in Georgia who is 
honestly in favor of the success of the 
party will do his utmost to encourage 
a full democratic vote on the primary of 
the 6th of June, while those to whom 
party success is of secondary consid- 
eration may be expected to throw every 
obstacle in the way, and to minimize, as

The Struggle for Gold. 

Some time ago—before the country had 
reached its present deplorable condition 
—The Constitution printed some edito- 
rial articles on the struggle for gold that 
was going on among the nations that 
had hitehed their power and their pros- 
perity to that unstable metal. A cuckoo 
organ, which at that time pretended to 
be a “bimetallist’” of some vague hue 
or stripe, was loud in its demand that 
the people should be shown some signs 
of the struggle that was and is going 
on over the small stock of gold availa- 
ble for currency purposes. 

This, like the course of prices or the 
relations between the staple commodt- 
ties and silver, can only be shown by 
averages, the symptoms sometimes 
being very active and at other times 
not to be noted at all. But Mr. George 
Rutledge Gibson, an eminent financier 
of New York city, has recently furnish- 
ed The Journal, of that city, with some 
very interesting figures in regard to the 
struggle for gold. He says: 

The future af the reserve is still a matter 
for discussion. In this connection George 
Rutledge Gibson, an eminent authority, 
gave the following interesting information 
to The New York Journal: 
“The last five years have witnessed a 
struggle for gold among the nations, and 
Europe has obtained possession of the new 
supplies of the yellow metal coming from 
the mines, and besides a part of our treas- 
ury and bank reserves. The aggregate 
gold holdings of European banks covered 
by monetary statistics at the end of each 
year, beginning with 1890, is as follows:

“Here is an almost continuous increase 
in the gold resources of these banks, while 
the gold holdings of our associated banks

“Thus we see that in the race for the pos- 
Session of gold within this period the Eu- 
ropean ks have increased their hold- 
ings from $970,900,000 in’ December, 1899, to 
$1,532,000,000 in 1895, or a gain of $561,000,000, 
while our chief depositories have lost $9é,- 
000,000. Europe not only relieved us of this 
amount of gold, but of all the gold produced 
during that period within our borders not 
consufned here in the arts. The produc- 
tion of gold in the United States in the 
years 1891-2-3-4 and 5, according to Wells, 
Fargo & Co.’s estimates, was $189,560,000. 
“These figures tell a tale of gold grabbing 
in Europe, distrust there of American se- 
curities and their return here in vast qaun- 
tities, of immense sums spent abroad by 
traveling Americans, large payments to 
foreign shipowners for passengers and 
freight, and of the utter lack of any power 
in the American banks and treasury to 
attract and accumulte gold. The scramble 
for gold, which has been a monomania in 
Europe, is doubtless the result of the gen- 
— ee ee ee war by the great 
State Danks, particularly those ‘rance 
Germany and Russiu.”’ . 
It should be borne in mind that these 
figures take no account whatever of the 
fund of gold that is actually = stored 
away in the “war chests” of the Euro- 
pean powers. That of Russia is known 
to be the largest, but all the great pow- 
ers have large amounts stored away, 
and it is impossible even to estimate the 
sum of one or of all. 3 

It is an interesting fact, howe ver, and 
one that Mr. Gibson does not note, tout 
the United States treasury has lost 
more than $150,000,000 in goid since 
1895. And yet there are plenty of men 
who are ignorant enough to be deceived 
by the cry of “sound” money aud wio 
want only gold 2s redemption money 
for our indebtedoess of two thousand 
millions. <A correspondent asks us 
whether these men are fools or knaves? 
It is a hard question to answer at the 
beginning of spring, when the moon is 
said to be exerting its most baleful ip- 
fluence, but we prefer tu believe that 
the majority of :ae men who ailow 
themselves to be so gressly deceived sre 
neither fools nor knayes. but merely 
the children of ignorance, who will have 
their eyes opened to the truth in due 
time. 
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The Gold Contractionists and Their 
Remedy. 

Do the readers of The Constitution 
understand the real nature of the legis- 
lative remedy which the money power 
has proposed, and which the cuckoos 
and gold contractionists are now advo- 
cating? Of course, the people under- 
Stand that the proposed remedy means 
the retirement of the greenbacks and 
treasury notes and the substitution 
therefor of national bank notes, and 
they know that this would work seri- 
ous injury to the public interests: but 
do they understand what the real ef- 
fects of greenback and legal tender re- 
tirement would be? 

In the first place, in order to fund or 
retire the greenbacks and _ treasury 
notes, government bonds to the amount 
of $500,000,000 (in round numbers) 
would have to be issued. The green- 
backs and treasury notes now cost the 
people nothing. On the contrary, they 
perform the service of money. They 
enter into all the channels of trade and 
enable the people to exchange the prod- 
ucts of their labor. They not only cost 
nothing, but they are more useful to 
the people than a similar amount of 
gold would be, for they are light and 


. portable. 


But when they are retired, 
the interest on the bonds that represent 
them will amount to $15,000,000 or 
$20,000,000 a year, and the people will 
have to be taxed to pay this. _ 

Hew muck will it cost the people to 
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greenbacks and treasury notes? We 
answer this question by asking another. 
How much do the national bank notes 
now in use cost the taxpayers of the 
country? It is a very simple sum in 
arithmetic. The expenses of the ollice 
of the comptroller of the currency are 
$206,283, and the interest on the bonds 
| deposited amounts to $9,990,332. Here 
is a sum total of $10,196,635 that the 
people of the country have to pay for 
national bank notes. But from this 
amount should be subtracted the taxes 
and assessments paid by the banks— 
$2,054,458. This leaves the net cost of 
the national bank notes to the taxpayers 
of the country $8,142,197. Think of 
that! The taxpayers of the country are 
compelled to pay $8,000,000 a year out 
| of their pockets in order that the banks 
may have the privilege of issuing notes, 
when these notes could be issued di- 
rectly by the government at a cost to 
the taxpayers so small that it is hardly 
worth mentioning! 

Now, this is the scheme of those who 
favor the gold contraction policy. It is 
the only*one they have been enabled to 
invent, and for a very good reason: it 
is the only scheme under which the 
British gold standard can be maintain- 
ed. And the gold standard can be main- 
tained by this means only because the 
tremendous contraction of the currency 
which it provides for will bring Ameri- 
can prices below the European level, 
and thus put an end to the export of 
gold. 

Carlisle has already, in violation of 
the law, begun to lock up the green- 
backs and treasury notes, and the re- 
sult of this process and of the prospect 
that it is to be continued is that the 
banks of New York city and those 
closely connected with them are refus- 
ing to pay out greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes on the demand of their cus- 
tomers. They have long ago suspended 
gold payments. How, then, could these 
banks maintain gold payments when 


} the responsibility is placed on them? It 


seems to have been forgotten, too. that 
the government is compelled to disburse 
a large amount of money every year, 
and its creditors would have the right to 
demand gold in payment. 

In other words, the British 
standard can be maintained in this 
country only by contracting the cur- 
rency to a point that would bring prices 
down far enough below the European 
level to prevent a drain of gold from 
this country. Not only prices, but wages 
and business would have to contract. 
We have already passed through one 
period of contraction and seen its re- 
sults. These results have been fatal 
enough to the business men and pro- 
ducers of the country, although the con- 
traction has been practically confined 
to the outlawry of our silver coin as 
the money of final payment. 

But when the contraction takes wider 
shape, and attacks and destroys the 
currency on which the business of the 
country depends, the results will be far 
more appalling. They have been bad 
enough up to date, but they will be 
far worse when the greenbacks and 
treasury notes are retired, and the peo- 
ple’s currency placed entirely in control 
lof the active agents of the money 
power. 

' The financial editor of The New York 
Sun sees the subject in a tolerably clear 
light—considering the fact that he is in 
favor of the gold standard. He says 
the question which should be put be- 
fore the country for its decision is 
“whether the dollar shall continue to 
retain itS present purchasing power.” 
This, at least, is a very important gart 
of the question. Let the people decide 
whether the dollar shall retain and in- 
crease its present purchasing power, 
with the accompanying fall of prices, 
business depression or misery, or 
whether by adding to the volume of 
primary money they shall get as much 
for the products of tkeir labor as a 
gold dollar would buy twenty odd years 
ago. That, indeed, is the whole ques- 
tion, and on the answer to it depends 
the prosperity of the people and of the 
country. 

Our opinion is that the money power 
has chosen a very bad time for its 
ampaign in behalf of the British gold 
standard. Six years ago they had only 
the arguments against them. Now they 
have not only the arguments but the 
cold and clammy facts against them. 
They started out some time ago, as 
they said, to educate the people, and 
they have certainly succeeded. They 
have demonstrated beyond all question 
that the British gold standard means 
depression in all lines of trade and busi- 
ness, ruin to producers and despair to 
the poor. 

But forward with the campaign! The 
people are eager for it—the honest 
voters of the country are eagerly wait- 
ing fon an opportunity to teach the 
money power a, lesson. 

Make Cotton a Surplus Crop. 

We desire to impress upon the farm- 
ers throughout the south the import- 
ance of planting full food products for 
the coming year. Circumstances make 
it more important than ever this year. 

The most prosperous farmers in the 
south are those who make full food 
crops and plant their surplus in cotton. 

One reason why it is more important 
this year to make an increase in food 
crops is furnished in the war clouds that 
hang around us at present. While there 
may be no danger of a foreign war, the 
fact is very apparent that, while we may 
not become complicated in it, a foreign 
war cannot be much longer delayed. 
Every nation in Europe and Asia is bet- 
ter equipped for war than ever before. 
It seems that they have been preparing 
for years to strengthen their arma- 
ments and to increase the capacity of 
their war chests. They have gone so 
far that every one of them is afraid 
to reduce taxes for fear that some other 
will take advantage of it. Thinking 
men see in this a great menace to the 
peace of the world. This being the case, 
and the knowledge of the fact that any 
war in Europe would very much effect 
the price of cotton and enhance ithe 
value of breadstuffs, induces us to in- 
sist that farmers of the south increase 
their food crops. 

The idea has gone abroad that there 
will be a very large cotton crop planted 
this year. Whether the acreage is in- 
creased or not the consumers of cotton 
feel certain that it will be, and the price 
of cotton will probably be much lower 
when the new crop comes in than it is 
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will keep even if it is at a low price. 
But a man who has to hold his cotton 
and buy his provisions on time is let- 
ting the candle burn at both ends, and 
it is only a question of time when he 
will go to the wall. 

The south especially will suffer if 
breadstuffs rise in price. A man can- 
not eat his cotton; and, unfortunately, 
we send six-eighths of our cotton produc- 
tion out of the south to be manufactured 
before we can use it. 

Our farmers should see to it that they 
have enough supplies at home, and 
whatever they can afford to plant over 
and: above, that they should put in 
cotton, 

Warned in Time. 

A French newspaper puts us upon 
notice that “Europe will some day dis- 
pose of American pretensions in regard 
to American territory.” 

This means that Europe proposes to 
continue her land-grabbing policy in 
Central and South America, and that 
she will defy the Monroe doctrine, and 
take control of the Nicaragua canal, 
when it suits her convenience. 

Of course it may be claimed that the 
French paper’s utterance is not official, 
but ig is directly in line with the poli- 
cy of Great Britain and other European 
countries, and our experience in the 
past should teach us that we cannot 
always expect to maintain our suprem- 
acy in this hemisphere by purely peace- 
ful methods. If we leave our coast 
cities unprotected they will some day 
tempt a foreign nation with a strong 
navy to give us trouble, and perhaps 
force us to pay heavy tribute. 

The sensible and safe policy for us is 
to be prepared for such attacks. This 
is the surest way to preserve the peace. 
But it is in order to remind our French 
contemporary that we have more than 
once disposed of European pretensions 
to American territory. The French once 
claimed an empire within our present 
limits, but they do not hold a foot of 
land there now. The Spaniards once 
occupied territory stretching from Cali- 
fornia through the northwest to the 
Atlantic coast, but their flag no longer 
Wives over that region. 

It is not likely that we shall ever 
abandon the Monroe doctrine. If we 
ever take such a backward step our re- 
public will finally be at the mercy of 
organized Europe.

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Regulating the Regulators, 

Mr. Bowen Sykes, of Hillsboro coun- 
ty, Florida, is a hard man to regulate. 

According to a Plant City special, 
Sykes iv’ an unpopular man in his 
neighborhood, and the other day he was 
notified to leave the county, or remain 
at the risk of his life. 

The threatened man paid no attention 
to the notice, except to get his weapons 
in order. Last Thursday morning, be- 
fore daybreak, a mob of fifteen masked 
regulators broke down his door. Sykes 
wus ready, and as the men entered he 
blazed away with a Winchester. He 
fired so rapidly that in a few moments 
four of the regulators fell fatally 
wounded, and the others fled, carrying 
with them six of their number who 
were more or less injured. 

After the battle was over Sykes went 
to town and swore out warrants for his 
assailants. He is still on deck and de- 
clares that he will not be regulated, and 
will remain in the neighborhood if he 
has to kill every man in it for the sake 
of neace. 

It goes without saying that if such 


methods become popular regulators, 
whitecaps and lynchers will have a 


hard time and will probably be forced 
to go out of business. When one man 
defending his home is able to kill four 
men, wound six and drive off a mob, 
his fellow citizens will See very little 
fun in trying to regulate him. It is 
quite likely that Sykes’s neighbors now 
regard him as a very bad man.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Of course the war in Cuba owes its 
length, as well as its character, to the 
fact that this contest is between Span- 
jards on the one side and men of Spanish 
blood on the other. In the days of yore 
a single schooner could always hold 
enough English or French adventurers— 
sometimes harshly spoken of as pirates— 
to capture a Spanish galleon of any size 
or to seize and hold as long as they chose 
any city on the islands or the main. In 
the seventeenth century such a schooner 
once exacted from the citizens of Havana 
a huge ransom under threat of destroying 
the town, an@ when a fleet of six big 
Spanish ships of the line was sent after 
it, whipped the whole fleet and then calm- 
ly sailed back to the Cuban capital, de- 
manded a second ransom heavier than 
the first—and got it. If the rebels only 
had a few leaders like the fellows who did 
that, they would not be long without a 
seaport, or two, or ten. 


The spectacle was presented the other 
day in a civil court in New York of a mil- 
lionaire landlord urging a justice to dis- 
possess a poor family from one of his 
tenements because there was $1 due him 
for rent. The judge was indignant. He 
asked the millionaire what he meant by 
such cruelty, but the heartless landlord 
merely replied that he wanted his money. 
The judge then paid the dollar due for 
rent to the meanest millionaire on earth, 
while the spectators chipped in and gave 
the poor laborer enough to tide him over 
until the clouds roll by. 


An English expert points out that if 
England were to put all her battleships in 
commission it would absorb 4,000 of the 
52,000 petty officers and seamen of the 
navy, leaving but 12,000 to man the 300 
and more remaining vessels of all classes 
in the navy. This would leave 200 vessels 
unmanned. It’ is said that a reserve of 
70,000 mén is needed for the present navy 
and the additions soon to be made. 


Some startling statistics of the decay of 
the Russian nobility are giver in a list 
cf mortgaged estates furnished by the 
British consul at St. Petersburg.

The Nobility Land bank, 
created by the government to make loans 
to stranded landiords, has advanced near- 
ly its entire capital of $250,000,000 and re- 
ceived but littie in return. 


“An Official Marplot.”

It is not at all surprising that the con- 
denmnatory utterances of Commander-in- 
Chief Walker in regard to the proposed 
reunion of the blue and gray in this city 
and his insistence that the Grand Army 
of the Republic shall not take part therein, 
should have caused the confederate vet- 
erans to abandon a patriotic purpose to 
respond heartily to the invitation. Com- 
mander Walker seems to assume that to 
his guardianship has been consigned the 
honor and sanctity of the cause for which 
union soldiers fought and died and that 
to his care are the principles which actua- 
ted union soldiers intrusted. He says: 

“T can see the sentimental side of the 
controversy, but there is a principle in- 
volved. and I propose to stand firmly by 
that principle. Either the south or the 
north was wholly right in the conflict, 
and, believing as I do, that the north was 
wholly right, I shall always oppose any 
demonstration that will tend to glorify 
the cause for which the south fought.” 

We had thought, and still believe, that 
the principles for the vindication of which 
the war was waged upon either side had 
been fixed and settled, never again to 
be agitated or disturbed; that the actuality 
of the union achieved had been immutably 
established and sealed with the blood of 
armies unequaled in courage and endur- 
ance, and that all that was left of the bioody 
arbitrament was a sentiment, which, how- 
ever Walker may have recogngzed, he 
cannot appreciate. 

To us it seems that the ready acceptance 
of the invitation to the reunion by the 
confederate veterans was in itself a conces- 
sion to the irrevocable decree, an acknowl- 
edgment of the extinction of the right 
or power of secession, and a generous sub- 
stitution of good will, fraternity and friend- 
ship for enmity, dissension and hatred. 

Commander Walker has taken a strained 
view of his duty as a soldier and a pa- 
triot in this matter, and can, if his sensi- 
bilities are acute enough to appreciate 
the facts, henceforth charge himself and 
any soldierly record he may have won 
with an effort to widen the chasm 50 
nearly closed between north and south. 
If he courts distinction, he may feel as- 
sured that he has gained it in the unenvia- 
ble attitude he has assumed in rejecting 
these friendly overtures looking toward the 
obliteration of sectionalism and enmity. 
Had the question been left to the Grand 
Army of the Republic and to the confeder- 
ate veterans who bore the brunt of battle, 
there would have appeared in the metropo- 
lis of the union on the ensuing 4th of July 
the grandest and most significant demon- 
stration this country ever saw—one that 
would have placed the seal of silence upon 
sectional animosities, without derogating 
from the dignity of the principles for which 
both sides so bravely battled. 

That this praiseworthy intention has been 
thwarted is not creditable to the official 
marplot. a

POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 


The sole topic of talk in political circles 
yesterday was the meeting of the state 
executive committee and the various mat- 
ters considered and passed upon by that 
body. At the capitol, the state officials were 
happy over the decision of the committee 
in i1avor of Ghe convention. Without exe 
ception, these men who will be the party 
leaders in the coming state contest, have 
felt that the consolidation of the conven- 
tions would be best fon democracy in 
Georgia, but because of the positions they 
occupy they have refrained from taking 
active part in the discussion of the ques- 
tion. An early convention, with all party 
differences fought to a finish in one big 
primary—in that they saw victory for the 
party, just as the committee saw it. 

Governor Atkinson, Attorney General 
Terrell and Judge Fort are in Washington, 
and when the governor is away, actual 
news is apt to be pretty scarce about the 
capitol. Yesterday was no exception. Sec- 
retary of State Candler, who spent Sun- 
day at his home in Gainesville, found 
time on his arrival yesterday to indorse 
the action of the committee, and said: 


“The decision in favor of one conven-. 


tion meets the approval of three-fourths 
of the democrats in our county and I feel 
sure the same is true all over the state. 
I believe the committee acted most wisely. 
We were considerably surprised over Ma- 
con’s victory in getting the convention. 
Bob Hodges and the rest of the boys seem 
to have stolen a march on you fellows. 
Well, it won’t hurt to take the convention 
around once in a while. 

“And, by the way,” added Secretary 
Candler, “I was glad to see that letter from 
Judge Crisp advocating an expression of 
the people as to their choice for senator. 
That is exactly on the right line. The peo- 
ple have a right to express their choice 
for that high office. I feel sure that most, 
if not all, of the county executive commit- 
tees will provide the means for the people 
expressing their views in the primaries. 
It is never a mistake to trust to the peo- 
ple.”’ 

Several items have been going the rounds 
of the newspapers which put Secretary 
Candler in the light of a possible candi- 
date for the senaie. Those have done the 
secretary an injustice—unintentional, of 
course—and in a letter to The Cherokee 
Advance he explains that he has not been, 
nor would he be, a candidate. “Some of 
the boys have taken it upon themselves to 
say a few pleasant things about me, and 
the reports about my possible candidacy 
grew out of that newspaper mention. I 
have never had any idea of offering for 
any office except for that which I now 
hold.’’ 


The Crisp letter was everywhere com- 
mented upon. . 

The universal opinion is that it was one 
which would meet the approval of demo- 
crats all over the state, without regard 
to their beliefs on the financial question. 

“How can the friends of any candidate 
afford to oppose an expression from the 
people?’ asked a well-known political lead- 
er who resides in Macon. “Such opposition 
would of itself be an acknowledgment of 
the weakness of their man. I believe the 
county committees will, perhaps without 
exception, provide for such expression. It 
is good democracy to go to the people. The 
senator who is to be chosen will be their 
representative in the upper house of con- 
gress and they have the right to indicate 
whom they want. It is possible that by ‘tne 
manipulation of politicians some county 
committees may decide against allowing 
the people to indicate their choice, but 
this will mean that these politicians are 
afraid of Judge Crisp’s strength with the 
people. For try to hide it as they may, 
Crisp is unquestionably the strong man in 
this race. If the people are allowed to 
determine their choice, he will sweep the 
field. If they are not permitted to do it in 
this way, they will see that only men 
whom they can trust to express their views

THE INDIANA INJURED. 


ACCIDENT TO THE GOVERNMENT 
WARSHIP. 


Governor Atkinson’s Staff Will Have 
‘io Postpone Its Trip—How the 
Accident Happened. 


The docking of the Indiana has been 
postponed. 

The time for placing the biggest warship 
of the United States in the dry dock at 
Port Royal, S. C., will have to be indefinite- 
ly deferred. 

During the transportation to Port Royal 
yesterday, just before noon, an accident 
happened to the machinery of the huge ship 
which will necessitate a delay of several 
weeks. 

This announcement will cause te keenest 
disappointment to the big crowds from all 
over the union, which were preparing to 
make the trip to witness the docking. The 
many Atlantians who have been preparing 
to go to Port Royal tomorrow afternoon 
will have to give up their trip for the while. 

Extensive preparations had been made 
by Atlanta parties for the occasion and 
hundreds had prepared to witness what 
would have been the greatest naval event 
of the year. Governor Atkinson had issued 
orders for his full staff to be there and a 
full delegation of colonels were to make 
the trip. An invitation from the mayor 
and city council of Port Royal had been 
accepted by the mayor and general council 
of Atlanta. Mayor King and a number of 
others were in the party of municipal offi- 
cials who were preparing to be on hand. 

The announcement of the delay will cause 
a change of plans, and there will be gen- 
eral disappointment over the accident. 


How It Occurred. 

It was yesterday afternoon when it was 
found that the machinery of the big ship 
Was out of repairs. In some unaccount- 
able way while leaving Hampton Roads, 
Virginia, the valve’ stem of the Indiana was 
bent. She was examined closely and those 
supervising the removal announced that it 
would take several days to make full re- 
pairs, 


It was decided to go to work at once. A 
corps of experts were on hand and went 
immediately to work. A message was 
forwarded to the navy department at Wash- 
ington, notifying them of the accident. 

Secretary Herbert was already preparing 
to leave for South Carolina, and the news 
caused an entire change in his plans. The 
accident will no doubt cause still greater 
inconvenience, as large parties were en 
route from Indiana and the west. 

It is said that it will take only a few days 
to have the repairs made, but it may be 
several weeks before the ship can be dock- 
ed, as the high tides necessary for the ship 
to go into the dock will not be available 
for some time. 

The new government dock at Port Roval 
is the largest in the country and the naval 
officers, as well as a large crowd through- 
out the entire country, have looked for- 
ward to the event of placing the Indiana in 
it with much interest. It promised to be 
an occasion of notable importance jp the 
history of the south. The dockin#® was 
in the nature of a test, but the officials of 
the navy were assured that the ship could 
be placed in the big basin without injury 
to the dock or to the ship. 

This delay, however, may be of advantage 
to many who were unable to get off this 
week. Those who could not have left At- 
lanta tomorrow may be able to make the 
trip later on when the tides are in readiness 
and everything prepared. :

The combination composed of Reed, Platt, 
Morton, Allison, Quay, Manderson, Davis, 
Thurston, Bradley, Cullom and Alger is 
making desperate efforts to capture the 
south. 

McKinley and his cohorts will not have 
an easy victory. They are fighting hard. 
His supporters in this city are putting forth 
every effort to check the influence of the 
other side. Florida is to send up a con- 
tested delegation. Two sets will go on to 
St. Louis, one imstructed for McKinley 
and the other for Morton, 

It is the opinion of Colonel Buck that 
the same tactics will be tried on the 
Georgia state convention. Just now it is an 
uphill fight for the McKinley forces. 

“We are going against a boodle and 
booze campaign,” said one of the most 
prominent republicans in the state yester- 
day afternoon. “I realize that the Mc- 
Kinley forces here will have much to con- 
tend against. The Morton and Reed and 
Platt delegations are resorting to every 
effort to obtain votes here. Platt has Mor- 
ton on the string and is pulling his leg 
with a mighty pull. 1 see that the weekly 
expenses of Morton are no less than $11,900, 
Authentically itemized I notice that his ex- 
penses per week amount to this:

Ur. Killiam Gets a Verdict Against the 
Georgia Road. 


HE SUED FOR $10,000 DAMAGES 


One the Second Trial the Jury Ren- 
dered a Verdict of $2.555 in Fa- 
vor of Mr. Killiam. 


In the case of M. A. Killiam against the 


Georgia railroad, which has been pending 
for several days in the city court of De- 
Kalb county, a verdict has been reached 


in favor of the plaintiff. 
The amount of damages awarded Mr. 


Killiam was $2,555. He brought suit for 
injuries sustained while getting off a pas- 
senger train on the Georgia railroad at 
Stone Mountain last spring. He was rep- 
resented by Arnold & Arnold and the case 
was heard before Judge Hal Jones. 

The case was first heard at the last 
term of the court, at which time it was 


non-suited because Mr. Killiam alighted 
from the train while it was in motion. 
The case was then carried to the supreme 
court, and the decision Was reversed and 
a verdict was rendered in the city court 
yesterday awarding Mr. Killiam $2,555 in 
payment for the injuries received by him. 

The petition set forth the fact that Mr. 
Killam was a passenger on a train of the 
Georgia road and was riding on a ticket 
which read from Madison to Stone Moun- 
tain. When Stone Mountain was reached 
Mr. Killiam claims that the train barely 
stopped and that in getting off he was 
thrown violently to the ground and received 
injuries which are permanent and that he 
has suffered excruciating pain ever since. 

As the train approached the station at 
Stone Mountain, Mr. Killiam states that he 
left the seat which he had been occupying 
and walked to the end of the coach and 
passed out on the platform. As ®he engine 
slowed up he walked down the steps and 
was just in the act of getting off when 
the engineer started and jerked the train 
ahead. Seeing that the train was going 
on Mr. Killiam alleges that he stepped off 
the best he could, but instead of alighting 
on his feet, as he expected, he was thrown 
violently to the ground on his back. Mr. 
Killiam claims that his back was wrenched, 
twisted and sprained and that concussion 
of the spine followed; his kidneys and blad- 
der were also greatly injured and that he 
has suffered many deaths in the physical 
agony occasioned by the fall. 

He claims that his entire nerveus sys- 
tem had been deranged and that he has 
continuaily had high fever@g since the ac- 
cident; that he has been confined to his 
bed and will never be able to work again. 
Before he fell he was a farmer, a black- 
smith and a carpenter and earned a liveli- 
hood by the work of his hands. Since the 
fall he says he has not been able to move 
without assistance and will never be able 
to lift his hand in manual labor. He says 
his doctor’s bills and the cost of medicine 
has almost made him a bankrupt and that 
he is now, instead of being a farmer in 
well-to-do circumstances, almost a pauper. 

When the case was first called the non- 

suit was ordered because Mr. Killiam jump- 
ed from the train after it had started, 
which was contrary to the rules of the 
railroad. The court did not believe the 
plaintiff had the right to leave the car 
while the train was in motion and the 
case was decided against him. 
Attorney Reuben Arnold carried the case 
to the supreme court on the grounds that 
the plaintiff did. not. have an opportunity 
to get off before the train started, as the 
stop was barely noticeable. On this plea 
a new trial was granted, which resulted in 
a verdict for Mr. Killam in the amount 
named. 


Sues for Heavy Damages. 


The case which Miss Annie Shackelford 
has brought against the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company for damages 
received nearly two years go, is now pend- 
ing in the first division of the city court 
and is being heard before Judge Reid. The 
case was reached yesterday morning and 
it will be several days before the conclusion 
is reached. 

The case is being heard for the second 
time, as at the first hearing a verdict was 
rendered in favor of Miss Shackelford and 
a motion for a new trial was made by the 
attorneys of the road, which was granted. 
Miss Shackelford claims that she was 
about to alight from an Fdgewood avenue 
car, in the spring of 1893, when the car 
suddenly jerked forward and she was 
thrown upon the ground. She alleges that 
she has received injuries which are per- 
manent, and asks that a heavy award of 
damages be made her. ‘

BACK TO EARTH AGAIN. 
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HORRIBLE EXPERIENCE OF THE 
_FLY-AWAY NEGROES. 


Starved and Ematiated the Inspired 
Band Returns to Atlanta—How 
They Spent the Time. 


Haggard, emaciated, weakened by long 
exposure’ and almost starved, @ portion of 
the band of black pilgrims who started out 
last Friday to rise to the skies, have re- 
turned to Atlanta and are once more grap~- 
pling with earthly affairs. 

After a harrowing experience of three 
days and a fierce effort to get up off the 
earth the negroes have returned and are 
thoroughly disillusioned. 

Those who have returned tell a strange 
experience. On Friday morning, before 
daybreak, those who were members of the 
sanctified band gathered on Terry street. 
They decided that it was best to leave the 
city, as the police had determined to arrest 
them. Joining together they marched to a 
skirt of woods near Grant park, where 
they waited until the breaking of day. it 
was thought that as soon as day came they 
would expertence immediate translation; 
that they would be lifted from earth and 
carried on high without the slightest ef- 
fort. 

But the band waited in vain. The sun 
came out and the members of the band 
were still rooted to earth. They hoped 
and in vain for the time to come when 
they would shoot through the air into the 
realms of space. One of the most eén- 
thusiastic negroes proposed that the gang 
march to the woods, where they would 
hold prayer meetings and continue to 
march until they were carried above. The 
band started out on the McDonough road. 
About ten miles from Atlanta the negroes 
stopped and held continuous services until 
darkness came. 

Before that time many had weakened and 
some had announced their intention of 
deserting the faith. Others declared that 
they had mistaken the day and were going 
to wait to try it on the next morning. The 
night was spent in the woods, some falling 
to sleep from sheer exhaustion; others 
nerved up by the unnatural excitement con- 
tinued their singing. Morning came again, 
and again the negroes expected to lift their 
wings, but they would not lift. 

Some had started on their return trip to 
Atlanta. They had expected to be snooz- 
ing away, pillowed on a feathery cloud, 
floating on to glory, but instead they were 
returning to Atlanta with no property and 
wearied with their awful exertions to rise.

President of the Southern Confers with 
Judge Cowen of the B. and 0. 


DISCUSS B. AND. 0. FINANCES 


Mr. Spencer Will Figure in the Reor- 
ganization of the Bankrupt Com- 
pany—Railroad Gossip. 


A telegram from Baltimore yesterday 
Stated that Mr. Samuel Spencer was over 
there in conference with Receivers Cowen, 
Murray and others interested in getting 
the Baltimore and Ohio out of the financial 
troubles into which it has fallen. 

The Constitution has said all along that 
Mr. Spencer would have a voice in the 
affairs of the company. Each day but adds 
to the conviction that an alliance ‘s ¢om- 
ing between the Southern and the Baltimore 
and Ohio. Mr. Murray’s appointment as 
vice president, and later as receiver, show- 
ed the hand of the Vanderbilt influence 
which, it is predicted, will be in evidence 
three or four years hence, when Mr. «dor- 
gan relinquishes the Southern. 

Under the reorganization arrangement he 
was to manage the Southern for five years 
and then turn it over to the owners of the 


stock. What will happen then only those 
on the inside can tell. The Vanderbilts, 
however, are good owners of railroads. 
They take excellent care of their proper- 
ties, remove them from the field of pure 
speculation and work them for dividends 
and not for fluctuations in the stock mar- 
ket. They do not milk their roads but 
build them up. Neither do they merge all 
their lines into one system, but maintain 
three or four separate system organiza- 
tions, such as the New York Central, the 
Big Four, the Rome, Watertown and Og- 
densburgh and the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern. But all of these work har- 
moniously with each other and do not cut 
each other’s throats. And if, as now seems 
probable, the Baltimore and Ohio eventual- 
ly passes into their hands, its scparate au- 
tonomy would likely be preserved, and so 
would the Southern’s, but they would !In- 
terchange business almost as if they were 
parts of the same system. 

trormerly there was intense jealousy be- 
tween the old Richmond and Danville and 
the East Tennessee. The same people own- 
ed both lines, but the men who worked the 
roads fought each other for business. Now 
that feeling has disappeared. The same 
men work for both lines and with as much 
zeai for one as for the other because it is 
all one ngw—the Southern. The Southern 
and the Pennsylvania are allies now, but 
this may be changed by the management at 
any time. However, there is no sign of a 
break at present between these two strong 
lines, the Southern and the Pennylvania, 
and their relations are likely to be contin- 
ued for quite a long time to come. But 
finally the Southern will have a new ally in 
the north. 

The Baltimore and Ohio’s reorganization 
committee consists of Louis Fitzgerald, 
pres'dent of the Mercantile Trust Compa- 
ny, of New York; Eugent Delane, of Brown 
Bros. & Co.; Howland Davis, of Blake 
Bros. & Co.; William A. Read, of Vermilye 
& Co., and Edward R. Bacon, August Bel- 
mont and Henry Budge, of Hall, Garten & 
Co., all of New York. 
president of the Mercantile Trust Company, 
is secretary. It is said in the prel'minary 
announcement that the committee will pro- 
ceed to ascertain the exact position of the 
property and to formulate a plan of reor- 
ganization for submission to the holders of 
the securities of the company. It js an- 
announced further that the opposition of 
the firms in Lonuon, who are acting togeth- 
er for the protection of the English hold- 
te - securities issued by them, is antici- 
pated, 


The Georgia Midland. 

The Georgia Miilland and Gulf seems to 
be going ahead toward r2organization in- 
dependent of any powerful friend. Thera 
is no sign that the Plant system is behind 
the reorganization. Things now point to 
the line being thorcughly independent when 
it emerges from its wrecked condition. 


Rules Do Not Restrain. 


Now it is pointed cut that the strict rules 
of the Joint Traffic Association do not re- 
strain members from meeting a cut very 
promptly. The Grand Trunk cut a grain 
rate 5 cents a hundred between Minnesota 
points and New England. The Michigan 
Southern was not two days behind in an- 
nouncing a similar cut. The machinery 
of the association is too slow for the mem- 
bers. When they want protection they are 
like the man in Arkansas about the piston 
he wanted it blanked bad. An association 
has got to be quick on the trigger if it pro- 
poses te hold together. 


The Southern’s Earnings. 

The Southerr’s gross earnings for the 
fourth week in February were $413,844. This 
Was an increase of $85,102 over the corre 
sponding week in 1895. This year’s earn- 
ings are also on 4,649 miles, an increase of 
155 miles over the mileage of February, 1895. 
The company’s gross earnings for the 
mouth of February this year were $1,467,574, 
an increase of $205,666 over February, 1895. 
However, in February, 1895, the earnings 
were affected by a blizzard. For the e'ght 
months ending February 29th, the South- 
ern’s were $13,424,025, an increase ot 
$1,019,437 over the corresponding period of 
the previous fiscal year. The Alabama 
Great Southern’s gross earnings for Feb- 
ruary fell short $7,900 of the earnings in 
February, 1895. The company is $71,769 
ahead for the eight months of this fiscal 
year compared with the earnings of the 
year previous. 


Will Be Leased to the Southern. 

New York, March $.—The reorganization 
plan of the Memphis and Charleston pro- 
vides for the creation of a new company 
which will be leased to the Southern rail- 
way for 99 years on delivery of all its com- 
mon stock to the last mentioned line. To 
provide for reorganization expenses and 
immediate betterments, the Southern has 
agreed to purchase $999,200 of income bonds 
on preferred stock at the rate of about 55 
cents on the dollar. Such incomes will be 
offered to stockholders at 40’ cents on the 
dollar on deposit of stock and payment of 
an assessment of $4 per share. Stock de- 
posits must be made'‘prior to April ‘st and 
the first $1 installment of the assessment 
must be paid on that date. There will be 
issued $5,000,000 of 5 per cent non-cumula- 
tive incomes or 5 per cent preferred stock 
in addition to $6,500,000 of first mortgage 
100-yeaf gold bonds, bearing 4 per cent to 
_ #42 thence to 1906 and 5 per cent there- 
after.

ERSKINE MEMORIAL FOUNTAIN

Is Being Erected by J. Massey Rhind, 
ot New York, and Will Be of 
Surpassing Beauty.

SIX REAL THIEVES. 


THAT MANY BURGLARS LOCKED 
UP YESTERDAY. 


Detectives Lanford and Bankston Cap- 
ture Scme Negroes Who Made 
Big Hauls. 


The detectives have locked up in the po- 
lice station half a dozen very bold thieves 
and burgiars who have been committing 
depredations for some time. By their arrest 
valuable goods stolen by them have been 
recovered and returned to the proper 
owners. 

Detectives Lanford and Bankston arrest- 
ed the thieves Sunday and yesterday.

Whitlock 
may be wanted in Macon for burglarizing 
a drug store and stealing over $100 in that 
city. He is a very bad darky and trouble 
is in store for him. 

Susie Hinton, the only woman in the 
gang, is accused of stealing a lot of fine 
wearing apparel from a lady on the north 
side. The goods were found in the negro’s 
possession, and she has made a confession 
to the officers. She will be prosecuted in 
the state courts today. 

Bill Hinton and Will Reed are charged 
with stealing a lot of new garden spades 
and other things. The spades were found in 
the possession of the negroes, and they 
are held at the police station awaiting 
claimants. 

Jackson, Williams an@ Whitlock are the 
star thieves of the gang. They are accused 
of robbing a repair clothing shop on East 
Hunter street several nights ago. A large 
amount of valuable suits of clothing and 
coats and vests were stolen and part of the 
goods have been recovered from the ne- 
groes. The trio robbed a dye house on Loyd 
street a few nights ago. 

All of the negroes will be prosecuted in 
the justice courts today and will be bound 
over to jail.

Commutation Tickets Can Be Used From 
Intermediate Points. 


SUPREME COURT DECIDES IT 


Mr, Ernest Clarke Wins His Case and 
Gets Damages for Being Put Off 
the Train. 


An interesting question in regard to the 
commutation ticket bocks issued by the 
railroads has just been settled in the city 
court of DeKalb county. 

Several weeks ago Mr. Ernest Clarke 
was put cff of a Georgia railroad pas- 
senger train by thé conductor because a 
coupon from a ticket book was presented 
from an intermediate station. Mr. Clarke 


brought suit against the road and a ver- 
dict was found in his favor Saturdav 
afternoon. ‘Mr. Clarke was represented by 
Mr. Reuben Arnold, Jr., and Clarke & 
Lowe. 

Mr. Clarke brought suit against the road 
on account of the humiliation he suffered 
in being put off in the, presence of his 
fellow passengers and ha was given a ver- 
dict by the jury in the amount of $00. Be- 
fore the verdict was acecpted as a final 
sett’ement of the suit the case was carried 
to the supreme court. At the first trial a 
verdict was found for Mr. Clarke, but de- 
murrers were filed and the case went up. 
The supreme court overruled the demur- 
rers and the case found its way back to 
the city court, in which trial was first 
given. 

When Mr. Clarke boarded the train at 
Lithonia he presented to the conductor a 
commutation ticket book. The book read 
from Covington to Atlanta, and as Mr. 
Clarke got on the train between the two 
points he thought of course the ticket 
would be accepted and would surely. be 
good for a portion of the trip if it was good 
for the entire distance. 

When the conductor called for tickets 
Mr. Clarke handed him the commutation 
book with coupons good from Covington 
to Atlanta. The conductor looked at the 
book, read the two stations named and 
refused to accept the coupon for passage 
from Lithonia to Atlanta. Mr. Clarke told 
the conductor that he would not pay his 
fare, as the commutation ticket was good 
and should be accepted. 

Put Off the Train. 


Mr. Clarke refused to pay any fare and 
again tendered the book of tickets to the 
conductor. The conductor would not ac- 
cept the tickets and intimated that he 
would put Mr. Clarke off the train. Mr. 
Clarke was firm in his position in the 
matter and would not yield. 

The conductor reached up and pulled 
the cord and the train was stopped and 
Mr. Clarke was put off the train. 

The train had reached a point about 
one mile this side of Lithonia and Mr, 
Clarke was compelled to foot it back to 
the station and come to the city on an- 
other train. 

When Mr. Clarke reached the city he 
employed the firm of Arnold & Arnold to 
look into the matter and fight the case 
for him against the road. The case was 
opened for trial in the city court of De- 
Kalb and was heard before Judge Hal 
Jones. After a favorable decision for Mr. 
Clarke the case was appealed to the su- 
preme court on demurrers which were filed 
by the road. Tne decision of the supreme 
court substantiated the verdict of the 
lower court and a verdict was taken 
Saturday in the sum of $s. 

It Is an Interesting Decision. 

The. supreme court’s aecision is of in- 
terest to all patrons of the railroads who 
use commutation books. 

The books are sold from one point to 
another with a number of coupons, which 
are to be detached fer each trip. The 
tickets are not good for stopovers and are 
sold subject to a contract, which is printed 
in the back of the book, and is required 
to be given the signature of the pur- 
chaser. 

It was not a fight for stopover privileges, 
but for the privilege of making a trip from 
an intermediate station. Mr. Clarke based 
his case upon the fact that if a ticket was 
good from Covington to Atlanta it was 
certainly good for a part of the distance, 
and if this was not the case the road could 
not allow a passenger with such a book 
to get on the train in Atlania and leave 
the train before Covington was reached. 
He took the position that it was a poor 
rule which did not work both ways.

BY ORDER OF COURT 


The Blount Stave and Machine Company 
in a Receiver’s Hands, 


ACTION TAKEN. BY CREDITORS 


The Officers of the Company Have 
Been Restrained from Changing 
the Status of Its Business. 


The Blount Stave and Machine Company 
has been placed in the hands of a temporary 
receiver, and the officers of the company 
have been temporarily restrained from dis- 
posing of any of its property or in any 
way changing the status of its business. 

The restraining order was granted yes- 
terday by Judge Lumpkin at the request 
of a large number of unsecured creditors, 
who filed a bill asking that the business of 
the company be carried on under the direc- 
tion of the court. 

The petition praying for the appointment 
of a receiver was signed by the Kirkpatrick 
Hardware Company, R. O. Campbell, Mon- 
crief, Dowman & Co., the Southern Belting 
Company, the Atlanta Supply Company, 
the Tripod Paint Company, W. A. Burks, 
the Union Iron and Steel Company, the 
Atlanta Machine works and J. T. Hixon. 
The petition was presented Judge Lumpkin 
yesterday, and.Mr. A. C. Conn was named 
as the receiver. He was instructed to as- 
sume control of the business under the «:- 
rection of the court, and the case was set 
for a finai hearing on March 2lst. 

It was shown by the petitioners that the 
Blount Stave and Machine Company was 
indebted to them in various amounis and 
that they were unsecured. They asked 
that the business be carried on under an 
order of the court and that the officers of 
the company be restrained from disposing 
of any of the stock of goods now on hand 
except in the ordinary methods of trade or 
from selling or mortgaging any of the 
property of the plant. 

The petition set forth the 
company had recently filed 
mortgages and that notes and papers of the 
corporation were not being paid and that 
the credit was suffering on account of a 
lack of funds with which to conduct the 
business. It is claimed that the company 
has many large orders yet unfilled and that 
if the orders are carried out and the goods 
manufactured it will be of great assistance 
to the company in meeting its obligations. 
Other reasons given for the appointing of 
a receiver were that the insurance should 
be kept up for the benefit of the creditors 
and that the business should be carried on 
so that the present orders, which are await- 
ing manufacture, might be filled. 

The Blount Stave and Machine Company 
is one of the largest plants of its kind tn 
the south and controls the stave and barrel 
business of several states. Its plant is 
located on the Central railroad, between 
East Point and Hapeville, and has been in 
successful operation for some time. It is 
hoped that the company may be able to 
soon pass through the financial crisis and 
secure a good substantial footing. 

Several days ago the company filed mort- 
gages and made a bill cf sale in order to 
protect the American Trust and Panking 
Company. The bank had advanced a large 
amount of money and the transfer was 
made for the purpose of securing the debt. 
When this was done the unsecured creditors 
began to take steps to protect themselves, 
and final aciion was taken yesterday when 
the petition for receivership Was pre- 
sented. 

The mortgage bill of sale which was 
given the bank by the company was to s&e- 
cure several unpaid notes and an over- 
draft of $11,938. A large part of the pur- 
chase money which was used in buying the 
land upon which the plant is situated was 
furnished by the American Trust and Bank- 
ing Company. In addition to the mortgage 
bill of sale a lien was taken on all the 
stock of goods now in the plant and all 
raw materials. 

It was distinctly understood between the 
bank and the company that the bank was 
to have nothing to do with the operation 
of the plant and that the officers were to 
continue its operation as formerly. The 
former mortgage to the bank did not create 
a lien upon the goods, which are to be sold 
in the regular course of trade. 

All parties at interest have been notified 
to be present at the final hearing, which is 
to be held before Judge Lumpkin in cham- 
bers om March 2ist. In the meantime Re- 
ceiver Conn will have the managerment of 
the business and the officers of the company 
will not be permitted to change the status 
of its arfairs.
